MERCHANT SHOULD GET TOGETHER 

FARMERS ANBTBl’SINESS MEN SHOULD FORM CLUBS 


The Prosperity of the Towns is in Direct Proportion to the 
Prosperity of the Fanners who Surround it and the Local 
Merchant Should be Active in Community Welfare 

Th© prosperity ot the average Amer¬ 
ican village la In direct proportion to 
tho prosperity of the farmers sur 
rounding It. Cm the local merchant 
do himself a greater service than In 
inducing farm prosperity by promot 
Ing general community welfare? lie 
can lind a better market for more 
farm products. Instead of enrourag 
lng new factories he can secure lec¬ 
tures. corn shows, agricultural fairs, 
agricultural schools and other live fea 
lures which stand for better farming 
and greater farm profile He can keep 
himself better informed of the farm 
era' needs and of articles of money 
making value to the fanner . \tr could 
take on the function of a handler of 
farm products to his own advantage 
and to the farmers profit. The farm¬ 
er has a man's size task in caring for 
the production end lie does not have 
time for co-operative organization. He 
is glsd to giro a fair commission for 
services rendered, but because no one 
has been found who will take over the 
selling end of his husineas he has been 
forced to form co-operative organiza¬ 
tions. 

Sonic small towns have seeu the 
light. Out In Iowa one county haa 
formed a board of trade which Is 
made up of farmers and merchants In 
equal number In an Ohio town there 
Is a club made up of the young farm 
era and young business men, where 
two or tores nights a seek a small 
gathering la sure to be found A few 
papers are on the table and the mer¬ 
chant roads the agricultural papers, 
especially the advertlsem -uts, as care¬ 
fully as the farmer. Hundreds of 
towns hold fairs, agricultural schools 
and corn shows. 

The movement is barely started. It 
needs impetus. No matter what your 
line of work. It will pay you to help 
It means opportunities undreamed of 
for the small.town and country boy 
It will help to keep down great con 
gestion In centres of population, thus 
relieving the problem of the city. It 
will go rar toward making us a nation 
of more healthy suburban dwellers. 
It *ili plat e the economic dependence 
of more of our population on agrictii 
lure, where It rightly belongs. It will 
provide a greater farm ontlet for man¬ 
ufactured goods and thus keep more 
men employed. It will solve the farm 
labor problem. It will make coopera¬ 
tive buying and selling unnecessary. 
It will abolish the lorporation line and 
make town and country the country¬ 
side.

In many places the chief topic ot 
fftacuawton among farmers Is how they 
eau get away from tho prlce*doinlna 
Uon of the local merchants, how they 
•an buy co-operatively for cash and 
gave on coats; how they can sell co 
•pernlively and thus either force the 
local merchant to a higher price or get 
H otherwise. They forget to take Into 
Miount the fart that when they buy 
one or two art idea co operatively thry 
buy for cseh taking Just so much busi¬ 
ness away from the local merchant 
and forcing him to carry them for an 
•qual amount 

While this is going on the local mgr- 
eheni cuts down on orders, tells the 
traveling man that co-operative buy¬ 
ing is cutting down his trade and 
inn wing It a credit business; that now 
the farmers will 1st apples rot in the 
Bebls if they can not sell direct; that 
the cortf coming to the grain dealer is 
■oft % and the eggs delivered to his 
store are rotten. The local dealer can 
act sell co-operatively because the 
average co-operative company Is sel¬ 
dom s permanent organization and la 
almost never Incorporated, hence its 
financial responsibility la limited. 

You ask why they do not get to¬ 
gether? This la our question and the 
fact icmaids that they aeldom, do. 
They "cuat" and discuss one another 
at regular intervals when a little* get 
ting together, a frank, open discussion 
•f grievances (for both the farmer and 
the merchant have them a-plenty 
would give both a new viewpoint, a 
lew basis for future relations which 
should bring with them greater net 
pmftts to both. 

Nearly every town of less than 10,- 
too In our great middle west owes Its 
very existence to the farms surround¬ 
ing It. Were the farmer not "to trade, 
practically every store would b3 
forced out of business and in a few 
years the town would pass out of ex- 
isteuce. If the average village mcr- 
•Jnnf refluxes this dependence he‘us¬ 
ually chooses to ignore It. If all or the 
village stores were (o close, and the 
town pass out of existence the farmer 
would lack a place to buy and ret! He 
would buy at a higher price and sell 
•t a lower. Ills farm would become 
a leas desirable place to live, realty 
values would fall and tho fanner 
wmld be tbe loser. Small town and 
country are Inter dependent. Whatever 
be]pa the one should liclp the other.

Llchcnsteln, the Isle 
of Man, tbe Isle of Ilerm. and the 
smallest of republics. San Marino 

Karh of them has sent men to war; 
all of .them have suffered Inhabi¬ 
tants' of the Isle of Man, for instance, 
arc reported to be In a state border¬ 
ing on starvation, because the tourist 
\ratric on which they lived has been 
Stoppfn. while Monte Carlo and Its 
vicinity Is said to resemble a large 
hospital, the wonderful hotels and 
pleasure palaces being filled with 
wounded soldiers. Luxemburg was 
tli? firs; to kin* the terror* ’if war, 
for the German soldi*rs swarmed Into 
(he little grand duchy at the outbreak 
of hostilities. 

San Marino baa a population of 
about MOO people, and the entry of 
th tiny republic Into the war Is in 
reality ot great assistance to Italy, 
despite the smallness or it* army. 
Usd San Marino declared its neutral¬ 
ity It would have afforded a haven for 
Aur-trian aeroplanes, which, having 
flow n over Italy could have alighted 
In the republic and claimed imiuuriity 
from capture, furiously enough, flan 
Marino. It Is said, has been In a state 
of war with Austria for almost half 
a century, or since the Italians and 
Austrians In 18*6 fought with each 
other. The republic at that time de¬ 
clared war. and when peace was con¬ 
cluded, failed to ratify It. it Is said, 
and the matter was entirely over, 
looked by all concerned. According 
to tradition, the republic was found¬ 
ed by St. Mariuus during the present- 
lions under Diocletian, wiillr his com¬ 
ps nton. Pt I*eo, founded the village 
of that name

"At tbe conference; 1 ’ Mr. Black 
said, "methods for bringing about 
this relationship were discussed and 
It appeared that in many cases 
bankers were loaning money to tbe 
farmers for the purpose of sending 
the farmers' ‘ sons to an agricultural 
college.'* y 

The conference, which lasted two 
duys. also interested Itself In the 
cause of good roads. 

Representatives from 29 states In 
the union attended, and editors of 
some of the leading agricultural pap¬ 
ers were present, among v. hotn 
were Henry Wallace of "Wallaces 
Farmer." and C. J Goodwin of the

••Jitney" In wester ’ parlanre Is cqufva 
lent to our eastern nlckle. 

The expression is said to be a cor 
ruption of a Japanese term for a small 
coin of .such little value that It la tia 
ually spoken of with great contempt 
Others believe tho word to be of negro 
origin, and assert that In the old days 
of tbe Mississippi steamboats the 
dock roustabouts were wont to refer 
to a nltklo as a Jitney. Another ar 
couiit avers that a penitentiary misty 
named Jedney used to smuggle to¬ 
bacco, sugar and other supplies to the 
prisoners, giving them five rents* 
worth for ten cents, thus resulting In 
a ni* Ut profit to himself, the transac¬ 
tion being obscurely referred to as a 
Jilntr.

Alien Enemies 
and Insurance 


Cannot Enter Into Contract but Policy 
Existing Before War lo Not 
AfVoctod 

Some uncertainty has existed as to 
the position of alien enemies regard¬ 
ing insurance held by them The fol 
lowing resume haa been prepared by 
competent British authorities | 

An alien enemy, being by low to 
capable or contracting with a British 
subject, cannot, daring the continu 
anco oT hostilities between the < oun 
try with which he is to be identified 
and Great Britain, enter Into a vallJ 
contract of Insurance with British in 
aurers. On the other hand,. If after 
the execution of a policy, th i assured 
becomes an alien enemy, by reason of 
the outbreak of war betwee his coun 
try and Great Britain, the policy, not 
being unlawful In Its Inception, is not 
avoided, but la only suspended In Uo 
operations during the continuance of 
tbe Vsr. Ip considering the effect 
of the policy, therefore, the following 
cases must be distinguished, namely: 

If a loss baa taken place before the 
outbreak of war, th* assured may, on 
the conclusion of peace. but not be¬ 
fore. sue on the policy. . 

If the loss takes place after tbe con¬ 
clusion of peace, it takes place under 
a valid contract, and the assured la 
therefore. It would seem, entitled to 
recover In reaped of it. 

If tht loss takes place duriug lios 
tllitlo*. it is clear that, where the loss 
Is directly conns ted with such hos¬ 
tilities, as/where a fire i occasioned' 
in the coifcgo of raill’ary operations, 
whether on the part of the British 
forces, or their allies, or the assured's 
own countrymen, the assured Is. quite 
apart from spy express condition in 
tho policy, problbited-from recovering 
on ihe ground of public policy. A 
similar prohibition would seem to ap¬ 
ply even where the lots is wholly un¬ 
connected wtlta the existence of hostili¬ 
ties. as In the case of an ordinary loss 
by lire. 

In determining whethe.- a person is 
an alien enemy or not. it la not, 
however. his nationality, that 
L to say, tbe fact that he Is a subject 
of a hostile stale, so much as hla 
place of business during tha war that 
is important Although the prima 
facie dlr-abllity arising from national¬ 
ity Is not removed by mere residence 
In British dominions without a itcense, 
express or Implied, from the crown, 
the subject of a hostile state, who Is 
carrying on business in British dentin 
ions, or In a foreign country, la not. 
for the purpose of a contract_of In¬ 
surance. to be deemed ao alien enemy. 
On the other hand, tbe subject of a 
neutral state or ejJm-a British subject, 
though he InmrsHTt disability mere¬ 
ly by reaidlag in the hostile country, 
will by carrying on busin- a there, be 
treated for these purposes as an alien 
enemy. 

The atringenc. of this rule may, 
■however, be reluxed by treaty order- 
lu council, or license Where an alien 
enemy la thus enabled to contract, he 
acquired the right to enter into con¬ 
tracts of insurance, and to enforce 
them in his own name duritig tbe war. 

Including a corporation, subject to 
the provisions of the Assurance com¬ 
panies' act, 1909. an alien friend la. 
for tho put poses of the contract of fire 
Insurance, lo the same position as a 
British subject. 

Lord Davey, in Jansen va. Driefon- 
tein Consolidated Mines. Ltd., says: 
"My lord*, there are three rules which 
are established in our tummon law. 
The first I* that the King's subjects 
cannot trade with ah alien enemy. I,#., 
a person owing allegiance to a gov¬ 
ernment at war with the King, with¬ 
out the King’s license, every contract 
made in vinlatloo of this principle Is 
void, and goods which are the subject 
of such a contract are liable to con- 
pi® la a 

coiollarv from the first, but la also 
rested on distinct grounds of public 
policy It is that no action can be 
maintained against an insurer of ene 
my a goods or ships against capture 
by the British government One of the 
most effectual instruments of wa/ is 
the crippling of an enemy's commerce, 
and to permit such an insurance 
would be to relieve enemies from th* 
loss they incur by the action of Bril- 
istu arms, and would, therefore, bo 
detrimental to the interest! of the In¬ 
surer's own country. The principle 
equally applies where the Insurance la 
made previously to the commence¬ 
ment of hoftllltios, and was therefore, 
legal in its inception, and whether the 
person claiming on the policy be a 
neutral or even a British subject If the 
insurance be effected on behalf of an 
alien enemy The commencement of 
hostilities, the right of action on a 
policy of insuranc by w bic M the goods 
lost were Insured ia suspended during 
the continuance of war and revived 
on the restoratlor of peace. 

No contract or other transaction 
with a native of tbe country which af 
forwards goes to war Is affected by 
the war. Ih* remedy In Indeed aua 
pended an alien cannot sue in the 
courts of either country while the war 
lasts; but the rights on the contract 
or. unaffected, and. when the war Is 
over, the remedy; In the couita of 
either Is restored.—Journal of Com¬ 
merce.

But so I* a large part or Kurope Both 
Canada aad Kurope have large areas 
of this character, and both have simi¬ 
lar areas of land that are capable of 
tustaining large populations. 

"It ia now an established fact that 
northern countries are not the barren 
areas that they were one* thought to 
be; but. on tbe contrary* abound In 
natural wea th that la aa accessary 
and as useful to the world as the pro 
dueln of the tropical, semi tropical and 
temperate zones. Petrograd Is one of 
the worlds prinrispl centres of drill 
zation. yet the same parrallel of north 
latitude which passes through It. also 
passes through the northern bound¬ 
aries of the provinces of Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberts It Is, therefore, rea 
ponable to expect that large cities will 
be built In the future In the norther 
most limits of these provinces. The 
climate, at least, ran be no bar to such 
developments. The same parallel of 
north latitude which passes through 
part of Germany and Denmark, also 
passes through Central Alberta. Mas 
hatches an and Manitoba Tbe parallel 
of north latitude whlcti pastes through 
Southern France and Italy also passes 
through Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Southsrn Ontario 

"It may be seen from thl; that the 
Dominion, having similar climate, has 
the cat n|im e all the differ 

ent kinds of natural products that 
Europe produces, with the exception 
of thope produced in Spain, (Jentral 
and Southern Italy and Greece. 

"The enormous possibilities of agrl 
culture In Canada and particularly in 
tbe west, can beat be realized by com¬ 
parisons The United States In 1914 
planted 5:1.641.000 acres in wheat aad 
raised the phenomenal crop of 891.- 
OoO.Oon bttiMa -the largest on record 
The single province of Saskatchewan 
has almost double this acreage that la 
suitable for wheat growing. In proof 
of what it can do. It has already raised 
a wheat crop of more than 100.000,000 
bushels, and its total planted afea in 
wheat, oats, barley and flax has 
crossed the 10.000,000 acre mark. It 
has a total acreage suitable for culti¬ 
vation of 93.000.000 acres Directly to 
the east lies Manitoba, which has 74.- 
000,000 acres suitable for growing 
wheat, oats, barley and flax. 

"The most Interesting of all the 
western provinces Is Alberta. Its cli¬ 
mate Is milder than that of Saskatche¬ 
wan or Manitoba, and here agrictii 
tural development in all its variety 
Is In progress In addition to grow^ 
ing wheat. barlev % eats and flax, it ij 
supporting rapidly growing growf 
dairy and live stock industries. TW 
hundred and twenty-five mllea from 
the Montana boundary lies the Bd- 
raonton district, one nf the most pros¬ 
perous diversified districts In the Do¬ 
minion From Edmonton to Atiiabaska 
Landing 100 miles distant—the rail¬ 
way runs through a prosperous mixed 
farming country. To the northwest. 
:i00 miles from Atiiabaska Landing, 
lies the riel laads of the Peace River 
cuintry In UM ace River country, 
vvh'ch la Incorporated in tbe provim * 
of Alberta the gtowth of wheat, oat* 
and barley .v r any other staples. In¬ 
ducting vegetables in great variety, ia 
a preven surer**; sad when the rail¬ 
ways come In from the coast, this 
. ountry is bound to «onlribuie laigcly 
to the world’s supply of food. 

"The future of the province of Al 
berta la one of absorbing Interest. It 
has a vast expanse of land tbat will 
grow the best g ins in the world, a 
total of IO&.oOO.OOO .acres, or nearly 
double the entire area planted In 
wheat by the United States last year, 
which was 53.541.000 sere*. 

"While agriculture la Canada s-gblef 
industry, there are many others of im 
portanre. Manufacturing is expanding 
year by year and in tbe census year 
of 1910 (th* latest for which reliable 
figures are available! the annual pro¬ 
duction had rearhed * total value of 
S1.6SO.OOO This does not include the 
output of several thousands of butter 
and cheese factories, which Is cm 
braced In the category of agriculture. 

"The fisheries are also an Import 
ant source of present and potential 
wealth to the country. There are hun 
dredg of lakes and rivers, many In the 
great west, where propagation of fish 
is bting carried on under government 
auspices; and the deep sea fisheries, 
on both coasts, are made the source* 
of steadily Increasing wealth as the 
problem of transportation and mar¬ 
kets Is solved. 

"In the mineral field the production 
of nickel, gold. iron. steH. and coal 
stand* out prominently. There are U 
Nova Scotia, Alberta and Hritiah Co¬ 
lumbia measures of coal that cannot 
be fxhaucted In generation.!. The iron 
and steel Industry Is gradually grow 
ing. Its seat being mainly In the east 
era *prnx Inces. The nickel Industry Is 
an nil-important one. since more than 
nine-tenth* of the worlds supply of 
nickel Is produced In Canada. Gold 
mining haa been developing In recent 
year Into a successful Industry in 
Northern Ontario. Mituated In the 
Porcupine district, on the slope lo the 
Arctic, atamp mills are reporting a 
steady increase in the output of this 
precious metal. A few miles southeast 
Mrs Cobalt, one of the world’s great 
est silver procuring ramps In forests 
the wealth of Canada stands In the 
front rank. In them. U la admitted, 
the Dominion holds a vast heritage 
that, year by year. Increases Immeas¬ 
urably In valjig, while timber supplies 
diminish In other parts of the world.**

Milking- Records 

Of Dairy Cattle 



Annual Report Contains 1S2 Pages of 
Information 

Of more than ordinary Interest to 
dairymen la the seventh annual re¬ 
port of the milking records of pure¬ 
bred dairy rattle, jnsl Issued by the 
federal department of agriculture. 

Nine years ago tbe livestock branch 
of the federal department of agricul¬ 
ture, In co-operation with certain re 
cord associations representing breeds 
of dairy cattle, began to record the 
performance of purebred milking 
cows Fach record association agreed 
upon k standard of yield./or toss 
for ita respective breed to qualify for 
raglstration, while tbe livestock comf 
mis* oner formulated regulations un- 
r which tlie team were to be carried 
If. AfU* end of each year a re- 
lias been issued containing a lift 
■he animals that qualified for reg^ 
■ration during the year, together 
with their breed, age. ownership, milk¬ 
ing period, production of mflk and fat, 
and such other Information as might 
reasonably be looked for In an official 
report. 

Rach year the work haa increased 
until the seventh report. Just issued, 
contain* no less than 152 pu r 
information During .the year 413 
cow* qualified for registration. Includ¬ 
ing 196 lloisteinj. l^T. Ayrshire*. 35 
Jerseys. 9 Guernseys. 14 French-4’an- 
sdlans. and 56 Bhorthoriu. The higl 
est records made were: Shorthorn 
19.535 pound* milk 640 pounds fat; 
French-Uanadian. 10.767 pounds milk, 
463 pounds fat; Guernsey. 11,445 
pounds milk, 520 pounds fat; Holstein. 
23.717 pounds mill:. 834 pounds fat; 
Jersey. 15.211 pounds milk, 754 pound 
fat. AyrcMre, 16,696 pounds tu!lk. 729 
pounds fat. 

Caring- for War's Victims 

Larger Provision to be Made for Can¬ 
adians Totally Incapacitated at 
. the Front 

Criticism has appear* d in the Can¬ 
adian press to the effect that men to¬ 
tally incapacitated at the (ront. in 
eluding those who have lost the sight 
of both eyes, receive an allowance 
of only 91 per week, which Is Insuffic¬ 
ient. Officials of the militia depart¬ 
ment say that the criticism is unfair 
because this is onl. a part of the pro 
vision made for tbe Incapacitated. 
They are at liberty to go Into u con¬ 
valescent home until after the rlos** 
of the war. If tiny prefer to remain at 
homo they were entitled to su addi 
tlonsl alo’wance for an attendant, it 
is also pointed out that the question 
of a larger meanjre of arsistance for 
those who have been wounded at the 
front is at the present time engaging 
the attention of tbe government.
